Food thru SHARE

SAN DIEGO — If all goes according 
to plan, 20,000 needy people in San 
Diego and Imperial Counties will receive 
$50 worth of. food May 20 for an in- 
vestment of $11 in cash and several 
hours of work given to their local church 
or community. And that figure could 
grow to 50,000 or more at the monthly 
food distributions at San Diego Jack 
Murphy Stadium. 

That’s the projection of Deacon Carl 
Shelton, director of a new program called 
SHARE — Self Help and Resource 
Exchange — which is modeled after a 
similar successful and ecumenical effort in 
Los Angeles. 

SHARE ITSELF is an_ official 
program of the diocesan St. Vincent de 
Paul Center, said Father Joseph Carroll, 
SVDP director, and as such has the full 
backing of Bishop Leo T. Maher. But 

_ SHARE is also a broad-based ecumenical 
effort, aimed at eradicating hunger 
locaily, and many Protestant, Jewish and 
community groups are involved as well, 
said Deacon Shelton.

Bishops OK pastoral 
by a margin of 238-9

CHICAGO — The U.S. bishops gave 
overwhelming approval May 3 to an 
historic pastoral letter on war and peace. 
The final vote was 238-9. 


. The vote on the pastoral, titled The 
Challenge of Peace: Gud’s Promise and Our 
Response, came after two days of 
discussion at a special meeting in Chicago 
and after consideration of 515 
amendments. 


THE BISHOPS accepted 174 of those 
amendments, more than 100 of which 
were of a non-controversial nature. Many 
of the remaining 341 amendments were 
withdrawn after the committee which 
drafted the pastoral indicated opposition 
to their inclusion in the text. 

The bishops wasted little time dealing 


with some of the most controversial 
amendments facing them as the meeting

opened May 2. Their first action was to 
overwhelmingly support a ‘‘halt’’ rather 
than a ‘‘curb”’ in the testing, production 
and deployment of new nuclear weapons 
systems. 


A call for a ‘‘halt’’ to new nuclear 
weapons systems had been contained in 
the second draft of the pastoral but had 
been reduced to ‘‘curb’’ in the third 
partly to dissociate the pastoral from the 
political campaign for a nuclear freeze. 


BUT WHEN the issue came to the full 
body of bishops for a vote, only about 25 


ofthe approximately. 275 bishops in 


attendance stood to indicate their 


opposition to shifting the pastoral back to 


‘halt.”’ 

As a concession the bishops added a 
new footnote that says they do not want 
the pastoral ‘‘to be identified with one 
specific political initiative or to have our 
words used against specific political 
measures.” 

A proposal by Archbishop Edmund J. 
Szoka of Detroit to use ‘‘cease’’ rather 
than either ‘‘halt’? or ‘‘curb’’ was 
rejected by the bishops. 


LATER THE bishops also 
strengthened the pastoral’s condemnation 
of first use of nuclear weapons, passing a

Talks on resume writing and 
interview techniques were standing- 
room-only affairs, while most other 
classes were full or almost full. 


TOPICS DISCUSSED were changing 
careers, dressing for success, managing 
debts and finding vocational training; 
Msgr. Patrick Fox, pastor of All Hallows 
Church, La Jolla, spoke on setting up an 
‘employment agency’’ within a parish or 
church. 


Dr. Debbie Hall, a clinical psychologist 
in private practice who spoke about 
“Promoting Family Communication in 
Times of Stress,’’ focused on coping while 
unemployed.

‘GOOD POLICY’ — Tuition tax credit 
legislation is good public policy, Father 
Thomas Gallagher, U.S. Catholic Conference 
secretary of education, told the Senate Finance 
Committee, and President Reagan sent word 
to the senators that he has ‘“‘the strongest 
personal interest’’ in this‘issue. Reagan said 
he reviewed findings on the National 
Commission on Excellence in Education and is 

“‘more convinced than ever’’ of the need for 
tuition tax credits. 

SENTENCED — Father Juan Fernandez 
Krohn, 33, the illicitly ordained priest 
convicted of attempting to murder Pope John 
Paul II at Fatima, Portugal, last May, has 
been sentenced to six-and-a-half years in 
prison. The court added another seven months 
to the sentence after he called the judges 
“puppets, Communists, murderers.’’ He had 
accused the pope of ‘‘demolishing the Catholic 
Church.”’ 

MAY DAY — Tens of thousands of Poles 
participating in May Day demonstrations 
called by the .independent trade union 
Solidarity against the country’s Communist 
regime clashed with police in 20 Polish cities; 
at least one demonstrator was killed. Both the 
Polish government and Church officials 
warned the predominantly Catholic 
population that the demonstrations threatened 
the planned June visit by Pope John Paul II to 
his homeland. : 

SENTENCED — Four elderly Jesuit 
priests have been sentenced by the Chinese 
Communists to up to 15 years in prison on 
charges of ‘‘collusion with foreign countries 
and subversion.’’ The four apparently were 
active in an underground church which has 
remained loyal to the Holy See, in opposition 
to the Communist-approved National 
Association of Patriotic Catholics, which sent 
about three dozen of its priests and nuns to the 


trial as spectators. 

JESUITS ON TRIAL — Four Vietnamese 
Jesuits whose fate has been unknown since 
their arrests more than two years ago are ina 
Vietnam prison awaiting trial on charges of 
“‘counterrevolutionary crimes,’’ Vatican 
Radio reported April 27. The Jesuit-run radio 
station said news of the four recently appeared 
in a newspaper published in Hanoi for military 
members of the Vietnamese Communist 
Party. 

POLITICIZING? — Cardinal George 


’ Basil Hume of Westminster has warned Msgr. 


Bruce Kent, general secretary of the British 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament, that he 
may have to resign and make way for a lay 
person if CND becomes more political. The 
cardinal, renewing his consent for Msgr. Kent 
to continue as CND general secretary, 
nonetheless said that if the political aspects of 
CND ‘‘become predominant,’’ it would be 


“‘difficult for a priest to hold responsible office 


in the direction of the movement.’’ 


KIDNAPPED — Guerrillas in Ethiopia 
have kidnapped two Italian nuns and U.S. 
Christian Brother Gregory Flynn, 48. They 
were among 10 foreign relief workers whom 
the Tigre Peoples Liberation Front kidnapped 
April 21 when they overran the town of 
Korem, about 250 miles north of the Ethiopian 
capital. 

DEATH ROW MESSAGE — Less than a 
week before his execution in the electric chair, 
condemned murderer John Louis Evans II 
videotaped a message to school children, 
telling them, ‘‘Don’t follow me.’’ According 
to the priest who was his spiritual adviser, ‘“He 


. wanted it used as a weapon against crime.”’ 


Evans, 33, died less than two hours after the 
Supreme Court set aside a stay which a federal 
judge in Mobile, Ala., had ordered; he was the 
seventh inmate executed in the nation since 
the Supreme Court reinstated capital 
punishment in 1976.

Adapting worship to new ‘incarnation’ 


There is a constant and continuing 
debate over how for the “‘older’’ 
cultures of the Church (Roman, 
European, English) should be thrust 
upon the ‘’new’’ Church in mission 
countries. In the days before Vatican II 
we took things like Gregorian chant and 
taught them to the people of Africa, 
India, Asia and America regardless of 


local culture. We implanted a Latin © 


Mass on people whose language had no 
conceivable connection with Latin or the 
romance language. We took classical 
style European music and offered it to 
people whose very vocal chords 
sometimes rejected it. 

Among the many changes following 
Vatican II and the introduction of the 
vernacular liturgy have been more local 
customs in the Mass, more 
“vernacular’’ music, more adaptations 
on the ancient rites to fit the needs of 
the new Christians. © 

A good name for this was given 
recently by Cardinal Alexandre Do 
Nascimento, first cardinal of Angola, 
the former Portuguese possession in 
southern Africa. He calls it 
“incarnation,’’ not ‘‘inculturation.”’

In an interview he said: ‘’We must 
actualize in Africa what took place in 
the Church of the West. What is more 
important is that African rhythm is 
respected. | notice our non-African 
brothers want to impose their rhythm.

ALCALA PARK — Factors 
contributing to the shortage of Hispanic 
vocations to the. priesthood and the 
possibility of a regional cultural-pastoral 
center were items of concern during the 
recent three-day RECOSS (Region 11 
Commission for the Spanish Speaking of 
the U.S, Catholic Conference) meeting at 
the Marywood Retreat Center in Orange, 
reported Father Fernando Ramirez. 


Father Ramirez, coordinator of 
Spanish programs in the diocesan Office 
of Evangelization and Adult Education, 
noted that an apparent shortage of 
vocations to the priesthood (and even the 
permanent diaconate) among the 
Spanish-speaking does not mean that the 
vocations aren’t out there. 


AMONG THE problem areas which 
surfaced at the Marywood meeting, he 
said, is the frustrating inability to deal 
with individuals in this country illegally 
who feel called to the priesthood, or who 
don’t have the formal educational 
requirements or speak only Spanish. 


“It’s a real problem. Obviously they 
don’t fit into a (regular) seminary 
environment,’’ said Father Ramirez. 
““Not just kids (born) here, but illegals 
from Mexico and refugees from other 


_ countries. Vocations may be dying on the 


vine.”’ 


Once in the seminary, he noted, an 
absence of identifiable ‘‘role models’’ can 
be a disadvantage for some Hispanics,

“‘People from California are one of the 
biggest groups going to MAAC for 
enrichment, culture and theology,’’ he 
said. ‘“There has been a long-felt need to 
have something closer and tuned into this 
area.”’ 


Much of the diocesan-level effort in 
Spanish right now is in just two areas, 
said Father Ramirez: preparing for 
RENEW, scheduled to start in the 
parishes this fall once the training of core 
teams is completed, and in the on-going 
Visitadores por Cristo program. 


‘““THE RESPONSE to RENEW is 
much better than we thought it would be 
at first, and it looks good for this fall,’’ 
said Father Ramirez. 


“Our main goal (with the Visitadores) 
is to train adults in the parishes who can 
train their fellow parishioners. We’ve got 
a lot of people very eager to receive adult 
education but not too secure about 
teaching others,’’ he noted. ‘‘There is a 
hunger for Scripture and sacraments, but 
it is hard to find teachers of other adults.’’ 


This lay resistance to lay leadership in 
the Spanish-speaking community 
aggravates the problems caused by a 
shortage of vocations among Hispanics, 
said Father Ramirez: 


‘“‘AMONG SPANISH people the lack 
of a priest is a big lack. There is not a 
readiness for another person to step in 
and take the leadership. It is a kind of 
cultural perception that one has to be 
attuned to.’’

Lest we forget 


Jews have been observing ‘‘Holocaust 
Remembrance Days’’ recently, and two weeks ago 
we published a report on ‘“The Holocaust: A Crisis in 
Christian History,’’ a two-day seminar sponsored by 
the National Conference of Christians and Jews, the 
Ecumenical Commission of the Diocese of San Diego, 
and a host of other groups. 

It is a heartbreaking story that the survivors of the 
Nazi program of genocide have to tell — a story of 
families torn apart, homes destroyed, and six million 
men, women and children humiliated, tortured and 
murdered because _ they were the sons and daughters 
of Abraham, of Isaac, of Jacob. 

Some say, ‘‘Enough already,’’suggesting that this 
terrible chapter of modern history would be better 
forgotten. But they are wrong. 

To forget so hideous a crime, one of mindboggling 
proportions and unbelievable cruelty and violence, 
would be to contribute to it. 

Rather than taking pains to downplas the record of 
the Holocaust, it is necessary to make real efforts to 
understand how it happened, to study the legacy of 
hatred manifested by it and to explore the means by 
which it may be prevented from ever happening 
again. 

Other millions also were murdered npaeniiiealig 
by the Nazis in their perverted bid for Aryan 
supremacy. But the Jewish people were the principal 
target and the most numerous victims. 

Those who are not Jewish ought to be grateful for 
the opportunity of ‘‘remembrance days’’ to ask 

themselves if they have taken seriously the dreadful 
events of the Holocaust ‘and if they have recognized 
anti-Semitism for the evil that it is — with its 
counterpart in every sort of racial and religious 
prejudice. 

Prejudice and hatred of this kind are reflected not 
only in forgetting but also — what is worse — in 
denial. 

Certain groups and publenons challenge every 
reference to the Holocaust, terming it a hoax and 
insisting at every turn on documentary evidence and 
eyewitness testimony. 

With a fine indifference to the facts, they act as if 
the horrors of Buchenwald and. Dachau and 
Auschwitz had not been proved time and time again 
— to the revulsion of the civilized world. 

Any suggestion of collective guilt makes many 
people angry. Nevertheless, we have to acknowledge 
it is not only the organizer of a program or the 
commandant of a death camp who is guilty of anti- 
Semitism. 

To be silent is to give some degree of assent. 

If we cannot, if we do not raise our voices, at least, 
in shame and protest, at what happened in the 


Holocaust, then how can we be sure it will not happen 
again?

President Reagan’s difficulties. with 
Congress over Central American policy 
can be attributed to many factors. But 
perhaps the biggest stumbling block of all 
is something Reagan didn’t mention in 
his April 27 address to a joint session of 
Congress: the constant memory of the 
deaths of the four American 
churchwomen in El Salvador. 


It has been more than two years since 
Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and Maura 
Clarke, Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel 
and lay worker Jean Donovan were found 
murdered near the San Salvador airport, 
allegedly by a group of Salvadoran 
National Guardsmen. 


And yet despite the way issues tend to 
come and go these days, hardly a week or 
a month slips by without some reference 
to those deaths and the lack of convictions 
in the case. The latest reference came 
from Sen. Christopher Dodd (D-Conn.), 
who in the Democratic response 
immediately after Reagan’s address 
pointed to the women’s deaths and said 
the Salvadoran judicial system is ‘“‘so 
intimidated that it cannot even bring the 
.accused murderers to trial.’’ 


The deaths, in December 1980, 
prompted President Carter immediately 
to cut off all military and economic 
assistance to El Salvador pending an 
investigation. But a little more than a 
month later, in the face of the Salvadoran 
rebels’ ‘‘final offensive,’’ Carter resumed 
economic and military aid, the latter 
much to the consternation of the U.S. 
bishops. 

Actually the bishops long had opposed 
military aid for El Salvador because, it 
was argued, most of that aid went to 
repressive military groups that violated 
human rights with impunity. The 
bishops, for instance, had urged the 
Carter administration to honor the 
request of the late Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador, who shortly 
before he was assassinated in March 1980 
had asked in a letter to Carter that no 
more military aid be sent to his 
government. 


But the murder of the four women 
crystalized opposition among American 
Catholics and shocked the nation even 
though such deaths are commonplace in 
El Salvador itself. 


Ever since then the slow progress — 
some would say the lack of progress — in 
the prosecutions of the five ex- 
Guardsmen being held in the case has 
been used as one of the clubs against more 
military aid and as one of the reasons to 
oppose Reagan’s' semi-annual 
certifications that human rights progress 
is being made in the country. 


Reagan in his address to Congress said 
that there are still ‘‘major problems’’ in 
the Salvadoran criminal justice system 
and in the killings of non-combatants. But 
critics of his policies say that the answer is 
not more aid but an end to aid until 
improvements are made. 


But such an interruption is not likely, 
at least under the present circumstances. 
Though Congress has been reluctant to 
give Reagan everything he wants, it has 
tended to give the administration at least 
partial victories, such as the House 
foreign operations subcommittee’s 
decision the day before Reagan’s address 
to give him .$30 million of the $60 million 
in military aid he wanted to shift to El 
Salvador from other countries. 


How much overall impact the murders 
of the four churchwomen has had on the 
debate over El Salvador is unclear. But it 
is almost certain that had they not died 
the Reagan administration might not be 
facing the problems it faces today as it 
tries to convince a reluctant Congress to 
go along with its policies. in Central 
America.

‘Oppose divorce, contraception’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II told a group of 
Canadian bishops April 28 to oppose divorce and artificial 
contraception ‘‘as long as the Lord gives us strength to preach.”’ 


‘Tt means constantly proclaiming the truth of God’s plan for 
marriage, as long as the Lord gives us strength to preach,’’ he 
added. 

Regarding divorce, Pope John Paul said, ‘‘We bishops are 
constantly called upon to present as clearly, faithfully and 
effectively as possible the church’s teaching on marriage as a 
community of life and love, an indivisible unity and an 
indissoluble communion.”’ 

He said that the church’s efforts ‘‘to assist (the family) in its 
problems and to sustain it in its Christian convictions...deserve 
to be encouraged even more in the question of lawful birth 
regulation.”’ 

‘*As bishops we are not able to make the obstacles to Christian 
living disappear,’ Pope John Paul said. ‘‘We are not in a 


‘position to lift all the burdens that weigh upon our Christian 


familiesand much less are we authorized to attempt to remove 
the cross from Christianity.’”’ 

The pope praised the Canadian bishops for their initiatives in 
pro-life activities, service to immigrants, promotion of vocations, 
ecumenism, the lay apostolate and ministry to young people. 

’ He also encouraged the Canadian church’s efforts ‘‘to foster a 
sense of shared responsibility among the faithful’ and said such 
sharing ‘‘is undoubtedly one of the greatest blessings that have 
come to the church through the Second Vatican Council.’’ 


‘‘Rven though, in all realism, we must admit that the obstacles 
to Christian living in today’s world are formidable, we still 


proclaim that the saving grace of Christ is much more powerful 


than sin and human weakness,’’ he said.

‘Quality of the faith community’ 


In just six months the RENEW process-will officially begin in 
our diocese. Newly formed liturgy planning committees are 
already meeting to assess parish needs while long-established 
liturgy committees are taking a second look at the effectiveness of 
their work. This intense interest in the ‘‘prayer of the people of 
God’’ (which is what liturgy is) by both laity and clergy is yet 
another manifestation of the movement of the Spirit in our midst. 


I submit the following observations by Milwaukee’s 
Archbishop Rembert Weakland, OSB, as food for thought for 
those who are and who will be planning parish liturgies. They are, 
of equal value to anyone concerned about the quality of our 
worship: 


“If I were asked to describe what I would consider the criteria 
or marks of a good liturgy, I would suggest the following four 
questions as a point of examination: 


e <‘‘Did the liturgy create in all the participants a sense of the 
mystery celebrated, a sense of God’s saving love and presence 
among us in Jesus through the Holy Spirit? In other words, did 
the proclamation of the word, the gesture, the responses of the 
people bring one to the realization that this was not an 
“‘ordinary’’ moment or event, but one in which the saving action 
of God was made present? 


e ‘‘Did one realize that this was a worshipping assembly, a 
‘‘church,’’ people called together and united by a bond that was 
of divine — not merely human — origin? 


'@ ‘*Pid one have the sense of being a part of a living 
tradition, of being connected with all believers of the past, but of, 
a tradition now realized in its fullness in, the present? 


© ‘Could one say that this liturgy, however vaguely, 
contained a thrust that we would call ‘eschatological,’ a hope not 
yet realized, a sense of becoming? 


“‘These ‘effects’ are not produced by theatrics, but by sincerity 
and ultimately by the quality of the faith community.”’

The Sisters and Architect I.E. Loveless decided that the 
Old St. Anthony’s Indian School, formerly operated by 


the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, and closed in 
1908, would not be suitable. It was thought that it would 


_ be a waste of money to make the much-needed repairs on 


the old building; however, this old building today houses 
a very active parish center for the parish of Mission San 
Diego de Alcala. 


A new plot of land was chosen for the children’s 
dormitories, Sisters’ rooms and a kitchen. On Thursday, 
May 15, 1924, Sr. Scholastica wrote that the Sisters 
would begin their work with the orphans. Their first 
residence was now changed in June to ‘The 
Orphanage,”’ located at 3779 Georgia St. 


IN GRATITUDE for his warm welcome, Bishop 
Cantwell received from the Sisters an exquisite surplice. 
In his ‘‘thank you’’ letter, the bishop jokingly mentioned 
that the Sisters must have forgotten how large he was, and 
that he would never have the pleasure of wearing the 
surplice. 

The second group of Sisters to arrive at Ellis Island did 
not fare as well as the first pioneers. Immigration 
authorities wired Bishop Cantwell on June 28, 1924, that

The church traditionally desires to always protect 
human dignity and integrity. The Church thus hopes to 
always safeguard the human gift and blessing of one’s 
capacity to generate children. Direct sterilization does 
harm to this blessing by offending the ethical good of a 


‘person: direct sterilization destroys a person’s functional 
_ integrity. : 


The debate about this teaching continues, a debate 
which centers on two important concepts, the principle of 
totality and the principle of stewardship. 


WE STATED previously that the principle of totality 
was formulated by St. Thomas Aquinas, noting that those 
who seek to expand the classical meaning of this principle 
desire to indicate that the principle includes not only one’s 
whole body, but also one’s whole person and family. 


Is this line of thinking acceptable in terms of official 
Church teaching? 


To expand the meaning of the principle of totality to 
include more than the wholeness of one’s body does 
violence, as a matter of fact, to what the principle has 
always meant: i.e., concern about a person’s physical 
health. It is surely understandable that some authors wish 
to expand the principle’s meaning in order to justify 
sterilization. 


that ours is a Church of the springtime, our faith a 
message of hope and constant renewal, of new chances 
and new possibilities. 


I suppose that is what I love about our Christian belief 
— that there is always another chance for us when we fail, 
always another opportunity to restore our spiritual 
balance, always the certainty of the continuing flow of life 
force and the endless generosity of God, in all its infinite 
expression. Over and over again, the message Christ 
gives is, ‘‘Don’t give up. Don’t be afraid. All is well, keep 
faith, keep hope. The signs of everlasting life are all 
around you.”’ 


IT IS GOOD, I think, to allow ourselves to feel the 
peace and certainty of hope in God’s promises to us, 
particularly now when we are so oppressed with anxiety 
over nuclear war and the threat of annihilation. If we 
‘must protest our human obsession with hoarding more 
and more weapons of more and more destructive 
potential — and I think we must — then let us do so from 
a calm and grateful heart not in fear. 


There has been, in my small corner of the world, a 
great deal of death — sudden, tragic, traumatic death — 
in the short months since last fall. There have been so 
many bereaved people to love and comfort that a kind of 
spiritual exhaustion sets in. Perhaps that is why spring is 
so important and so reviving in its triumphant affirmation 
of life. Death has the power to shatter our equilibrium,

‘‘Sisters Nolan, Kennedy, Bradley, Lynch, and Ahearn 
had arrived on the steamship Berengaria and were 
detained because they were in excess of the quota of 
immigrants allowed.’’ Cantwell immediately drew up a 
notarized voucher, two days later, which stated in lengthy 
legal jargon, how much the Sisters were needed in San 
Diego. The community was presently caring for 135 
orphans and four elderly. The case for the five Sisters 
went before the Secretary of Labor in Washington on July 
1, 1924. The Sisters were released on July 7, nine days 
after their arrival on U-S. soil. Cardinal Hayes of New 
York was especially helpful as was the commissioner of 


Ellis Island, Henry Curran. 
By July 18, the Sisters had arrived at what Sr. 
Scholastica now called ‘‘The Children’s Home.”’ 


Secretary of Labor, James J. Davis, officially confirmed 
the fact that the Sisters were granted the right of 
permanent admission to the U.S. in a letter to Bishop 
Cantwell dated August 5, 1924. 


IN A LETTER he wrote to the motherhouse in 
England dated: August 13, 1924, Bishop Cantwell stated 
that he would hold in trust what was known as the ‘‘Old 
Mission Ranch’”’ adjoining the Mission. The Sisters were

_WE ARE ALL aware of the tremendous trauma 
caused when it becomes medically apparent that a future 
pregnancy might bring a mother into mortal danger: e.g., 
because of severe hemorrhage. But the Church’s constant 
desire is to protect the gift of the human capacity to 
procreate. 


In this light, the Church would not officially accept an 
expanded interpretation of the principle of totality 
because the Church hopes to always protect the health of 
the whole person. 


In other words, the Church wishes to protect the bodily 
health of the mother but it also wants to safeguard all the 
various dimensions which constitute human integrity, 
including the’ capacity to procreate. 


THE SECOND concept often appealed to for a 
justification of sterilization is the principle of stewardship. 
This is the one most used by those who wish to justify a 
‘sterilization in given circumstances: again, e.g., maternal 


health. 


Stated briefly, this principle would maintain that every 
individual sustains ‘‘stewardship’’ over his or her 
sexuality and generative functions. What does this mean? 
Stewardship would mean that each person has been given 
a divine responsibility to guide carefully his or her own 


whether we are considering it on a personal, intimate 
scale or on the massive, civilization-razing impact of 
nuclear war and we greatly need to hold the springtime 
vision of our faith before us if we are to form appropriate 
attitudes and take appropriate action. 


We may be at the unfortunate stage of being able to 
kill, mutilate and poison more people and land than ever 
before, but we also have greater potential than ever before 
for broadcasting the message of peace and trust and love 
between all men and women. But before we can 
adequately proclaim that message, we must be able to see 
the evidence of its truth around us and integrate it into 
our lifestyle and ways of thinking and loving. 


THIS MONTH OF ' May and Mary and springtime 
can lead us into calmness and confidence and peace in the 
heart, if we let it, if we take the time to see the positive 
ongoing power of life and creation that endures exultantly 
because God is its author, its source and fulfilment, and 
always and forever, its guide and sustenance. 


We need to influence the hearts of powerful people and 
we can do that not only by protest, but, most effectively, 
by prayer and personal conviction. If we are to pray 
powerfully, we need peaceful, trusting hearts and 
confident, grateful souls. Springtime can bring us to that, 
if we spare the time and open our eyes and listen to our 
hearts. 


free to solicit alms for their work in any part of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles-San Diego, because, as he stated, 
‘‘of the unselfish manner in which the Sisters of Nazareth 
have approached their task of establishing in the diocese a 
home for our neglected orphans.” He also reiterated his 
promise of paying the expenses of the Sisters from 
London to California, and he would do this as soon as the 
bill was entered in his office. 


On September 6, Mother General Mary Macrise 
signed a contract of $136,000 for the orphanage at the Old 
Mission San Diego de Alcala. The cornerstone was laid 
on November 1 after the bishop had blessed the new 
Mercy Hospital. The first Mass was celebrated on July 
16, 1925, a date which coincided with the 156th 
anniversary of the founding of the Mission. 


At the time of the laying of the cornerstone, a news item 
appeared stating that the Sisters of Nazareth would back 
financially the undertaking of restoring the Mission 
within six months of the completion of the orphanage. 
The motherhouse accordingly sent $25,000 to add to an 
ever-increasing total sum of $80,000 donated in 1929 by 
outstanding San Diego citizens and institutions. 


life. In the Spirit, each person makes his or her own 
decisions regarding how they should use sexuality and the 
power to procreate. 


In this line of thinking, each person possesses the right 
to interfere when necessary in one’s generative functions. 


THE GIFT OF procreation is thus an essential gift 
which we possess and we cannot sacrifice it easily. We are 
stewards of our body; we are stewards of our whole being. 
The Church officially teaches, however, that we are 
guardians of our whole persons within the parameters of 
the meanings which God has given to human life and 
human growth. 


Our Scriptures and our tradition teach that an essential 
responsibility given to us by God is the power to 
procreate. This is a blessing which we must always strive 
to protect and safeguard. We conclude, then, by 
repeating the Church’s official prohibition of direct 
sterilization done for contraceptive reasons. 


We should always recall, however the value which the 
Church seeks to protect: in this case, the value and 
blessing of the capacity to procreate. Genesis 1:31 clearly 
reminds us that human sexuality is ‘‘very good.’’ This 
gift the church constantly seeks to safeguard. 
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NEW YORK (NC) — It is not the main job of the laity 
to serve the Church as ‘‘paraclerics,’’ the chairman of the 
bishops’ Committee on the Laity said last week. 


“‘We need to focus on their ministry in the world,”’ said 
Bishop James Hoffman of Toledo, Ohio. ‘“That is where 
the big decisions are made on issues concerning justice 
and the kind of society we’re going to have. 


“<I AM NOT opposed to lay people becoming more 
involved in the ministries of the Church,’’ Bishop 
Hoffman continued. ‘‘But that is not their primary role. 
For example, some of our people are executives in

multinational corporations and cannot serve on the parish 
council because they may be in Munich (West Germany).

Bishop Hoffman emphasized the need for the 
development of ‘‘lay spirituality’’ as an undergirding for 
any ministry. And in this connection he paid tribute to the 
value of small group movements in the revitalization of 
parishes.

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Border Patrol raids a church dining hall... 


STOCKTON, Calif. (NC) — U.S. Border Patrol 
agents are overstepping their boundaries, said Bishop 
Roger M. Mahony of Stockton, objecting to a raid on a 
Catholic church’s dining hall. 


In a letter to David N. Ilchert, San Francisco district 
director of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, 
Bishop Mahony wrote ‘‘to protest the unwarranted raid 
by your Border Patrol agents this morning (April 13) at 
St. Mary’s Dining Hall here in Stockton”’ and later said 
he was told it would not happen again. The Border Patrol 
is part of the INS. 


THE AGENTS entered the dining room, which is 
adjacent to the church, and the kitchen and storage areas 


‘looking for illegal aliens, according to the bishop. 


‘‘Apparently, your agents even looked into garbage cans 
and other ‘possible hiding places.’ 


“‘T consider St. Mary’s Dining Room to be fully within 
the definition of ‘sanctuary,’ since it is part of the 
Catholic parish’s physical complex and spiritual ministry. 
People need to feel free in coming to our church, whether 
it be for spiritual ministry or to have a personal need 
cared for,’’ the bishop wrote. 


An INS offical called the incident a misunderstanding 
and said, ‘‘We don’t go into churches.”’ 


BISHOP MAHONY said April 22 that he was told by 
INS officials that only one person was arrested and that 
that person was outside the dining room at the time of 
arrest. But, he added, ‘‘we have the names of six who 
were arrested — four who were released and two who 
were transfered to the Oakland detention center.”’ 


The bishop said St. Mary’s Dining Room offers free 


_ meals to anyone and serves between 100-200 poor people 


a day, mostly single men. ‘‘It’s not a place where 
undocumented workers gather, it’s too public,’’ he said. 

Bishop Mahony said the INS had told him that agents 
‘‘just happened to go by...and people were running out’ 
of the dining room. But he said dining room staff 
members had told him they had seen Border Patrol agents 
staking out the dining room before the raid. 
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BUT, THE important thing, Bishop Mahony said, is 
“they (the INS) have assured me it will never happen 
again.” 

Border Patrol raids in the central California diocese . 
“fare a continuing problem,”’ according to the bishop. 
“Their understanding of policy or implementation leaves 
a lot to be desired.”’ 


He said there is a growing concern about the Border 
Patrol’s.actions and the lack of due process granted to 
people detained. 


“IF THEY (Hispanic-looking people) do not have on 
their person some documentation, they might be deported 
and wind up in Mexico,”’ he said, even if they are USS. 
citizens. 


The bishop said the Border Patrol has stepped up its 
raids since the late 1960s and he has stepped up his 
protests since several illegal aliens died last year while 
fleeing from Border Patrol agents. In October 1982 
Bishop Mahony asked for an investigation into the deaths 
of five young Mexican men who drowned in separate 


incidents during sweep and search raids in irrigated - 


California fields. U.S. Justice Department officials said 
they were investigating the deaths. 
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preparing laity for work in the Church, not in the world, 
and that this was the case in his own diocese. 


THE BISHOP said that he was seeking to broaden his 
diocesan programs so that studies in ecclesiology, 
Scripture and other topics would be made available to lay 
people who were not necessarily planning to serve in one 
of the pastoral ministries. He said that he was not aware 
of any diocese in the United States that had a program to 
train lay people in the way he considered necessary for 
their ‘‘ministry’’ in the world. 


In this area, he observed, the Church appears to bec 
doing less than before Vatican II. He noted as an example [+ 
that people working in the labor unions were formerly ; 
helped with ‘study programs dealing with the social : 


~ encyclicals but that these were not studied as much now. » 


Bishop Hoffman stressed that he did not oppose 
opening up more opportunities for the laity to serve 
within the Church and to exercise influence within 
Church structures. Taking a positive view of ‘“‘shared 
responsibility,’’ he said his committee will look at the way 
other churches, such as the Episcopal and Lutheran 
churches, arrange for ‘‘lay involvement at the top.” 


BUT HE said lay people who were acting as ‘‘leaven”’ 
in society through their vocations should not be made to 
feel guilty for not having some specific job such as lector 


or parish council member. 


‘‘Somebody is dropping some guilt on them,”’ he said. 
‘With the growing shortage of priests, lay people can 
help in many ways, and I appreciate the lay folk who are 
becoming more involved. But I’d like to do away with the 
guilt when they have no special activity in the Church.” 
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Catholic Community Ser-

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SHARE was unveiled last week during 
a press preview at the El Cortez Center in 
downtown San Diego, hosted by the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center. Billed as a self- 


‘help program rather than charity, 


SHARE’s registrants, for their $11 and 
donated church or community work 
(larger families are eligible for a larger 
amount), will pick up their food parcels at 
local churches and other distribution 
centers following the initial bulk 
distribution to member organizations at 
the stadium parking lot. 

‘The spirit of concern and the spirit of 
generosity which developed San Diego 
can be directed towards people that need 
it now,”’ said Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez at the El Cortez April 26. 

“IT IS imperative that we do get 
involved...otherwise we are cooperating 
in the destruction of life,’’ he said. ‘‘If we 


_ generate unemployment and poverty we 


are contributing to that. The Church can 
be a source of hope and inspiration.”’ 


The number of hungry people in the 
two county area that makes up the San 
Diego diocese was estimated at anywhere 
from 80,000 to more than a quarter- 
million, heavily Black, Hispanic, refugee, 
and chronically unemployed, said Deacon 
Shelton. 


The broad base of community 
involvement in SHARE, he added, 
includes, besides the official sponsorship 
by the Roman Catholic diocese: Lutheran 
Social Services; Episcopal Community 
Services; the Teamsters; the Central 
Labor Council; the Southeast San Diego 
Ministerial Alliance; Temple Beth Israel; 
and the Chicano Federation. 

“THIS GAN be one of the most 
unifying activities...a complete 
expression of ourselves as a community,’ 
said Deacon Shelton. ‘‘We are brothers 


and sisters to each other...this program is 
set up so we can all work together and yet 
maintain our _separate 
traditions...traditions which have 
brought us together.”’ 


SHARE is not a ‘‘handout,”’ stressed 
Deacon Shelton, but a form of payment 
‘‘in exchange for work done.’’ One group 
to receive particular attention will be the 
undocumented, he noted: ‘‘We can see to 
it that they don’t have to be hungry.”’ 


Telegrams were received from Pat 
Boone and Mrs. Ethel Bradley, wife of 
Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley. 


Present at last Tuesday’s kickoff was 


Russell Lee, who started the successful 


program in Los Angeles upon which 


SHARE is based. 


‘*I GET choked up when I see so many 
people coming into the fold and doing 
what the Lord has asked us to do,’’ he 
said. 


Host organizations, which include 
Catholic parishes, Protestant and Jewish 
congregations, and civic and community 
groups, will enroll the needy for $11 
monthly and receive at least two hours of 
work from them. In return the host 
organizations will pick up bulk food in six 
categories — dry staples, fresh and frozen 
vegetables, meat and bread — and make 
their own distribution of about 60 Ibs. 
worth about $50 retail. 

Larger families can pay up to a 
maximum of $66 monthly, and pledge a 
minimum of 12 hours of work and receive 
up to $300 worth of food. If all goes 
according to plan, up to 40 large 
truckloads of food will arrive at the 
stadium parking lot on May 19, and 
SHARE volunteers will break the food 
down for collection the next day. 

DEACON SHELTON hopes SHARE 
will be active in Tijuana as well. ‘“‘God 
didn’t draw a line at the border,”’ he said.

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you perceive it’’ either stops or continues 
the stress cycle. Stress is compounded 
when people think “It’s all in the head. 
It’s not real,’’ she said. 


‘The unemployed, especially those who - 


regarded their fellow workers as 
‘extended family,’’ need to cultivate 
support groups. ‘‘Friends and family are 
a critical factor in preventing stress,’’ Dr. 
Hall said. 


‘This whole fair was born out of a need 


for establishing community and 
cushioning the -impact’’ of job loss, she 
suggested. 


WHEN STRESS is bottled: up it 
sometimes manifests itself physically 
(headaches, backaches and other 
ailments), behaviorally (drinking alcohol, 
child or spousal abuse, smoking 
cigarettes...) or emotionally, she noted. 


“Obviously unemployment does not 
just happen to individuals, it happens to 
families,’’ Dr. Hall said. Unemployment 
can bring the family closer together or can 
wedge it apart, she added. 


Families-need to understand that some 
unemployed persons have lost their 
feelings of significance, control, purpose, 
power, self-esteem and community. 
Additionally, the unemployed may have 
to change roles in the family while feeling 
like a ‘‘disruption’’ to the home system. 


SHE SUGGESTED that families get 
together, with the television turned off, 
once or twice a week to talk about 
feelings. 
‘‘barometers’’ because they react to stress 


and mirror feelings long before they have © 


been verbalized, should be a part of the 
discussion, she said. 


Children are resilient and ‘‘have a 
great potential for stress management. 
And children can cope better with crises 
as adults if they are given.a chance to deal 
with them’’ when they are young, Dr. 
Hall said. 


If the family is aware of the feelings of 
the unemployed, it is easier to accept 
certain behaviors. For instance, a parent 
who acts autocratically to compensate for 
a feeling of powerlessness, can be better 
understood.

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Latin language still around: evokes mixed feelings :

SAN DIEGO — Latin was thought a ‘‘dead’’ language 


long before Vatican II permitted — but did not require — 


the celebration of the Mass in the vernacular. The 
misconceptions about Latin which followed seemingly 
drove the final nails into Latin’s coffin, as far as most 


“Catholics were concerned. 


But Latin is alive and well from Rome to San Diego. 
Vatican Radio and the Vatican Bookstore are claiming 
that anyone can learn to speak and write Latin. with the 
help of a new four-cassette tape course. 


THE CASSETTES are accompanied by a 

grammatical guide written by Abbot Carol Egger, 
president of the Latinitas Foundation, which was founded 
seven years ago by Pope Paul VI to promote the study of 
Latin. : 
_ Another possible attempt to keep Latin alive can be 
witnessed at the Mission San Diego de Alcala. A minor 
basilica, it must fulfill a canonical requirement to hold 
five Masses yearly in the old universal language, Father 
Joseph Halter, associate pastor, said. 

‘‘We are obliged to say it at least once,” he said, on: 
the Feast of the Chair of St. Peter, Feb. 22; the Feast of 


the Apostles Peter and Paul, June 29; the anniversary of 


the elevation of the current pontiff, Oct. 22; the 
anniversary of the missian’s founding, July 16; and the 
Feast of the diocese’s patron saint, St. Didacus, Nov. 13. 


ANNOUNCING LATIN Masses ‘‘attracts a few”’ 
extra worshipers, Father Halter said. Latin responses are 
available on handout sheets, but ‘‘the response isn’t too 
good. They can’t follow it as well.”’ 


That shouldn’t be too surprising, because although 
Latin seems to be making something of a comeback lately, 
there is evidence, at least in public schools, of ‘‘a steady, 
cértain, absolute decline’? in the number of Latin 
students, according to ‘Hal Wingard, curriculum 
specialist in second-language education for San Diego 
schools. 


Latin students represent ‘‘almost a pittance’’ of the 
14,450 San Diego City School students enrolled in 
languages. Only 146 students in three schools are taking 
Latin. (That does not include those studying the language 
in independent studies, a figure Wingard does not have.) 


SAN DIEGO city school officials have witnessed a 


_ precipitous plunge in Latin enrollment for the last 10 


years.. There were 328 Latin students in 1973-74, more 
than double this year’s 146. Compared to 40-year-old 
enrollment figures, the decline would be even more 
‘dramatic, Wingard said. 

But Latin is healthier in the diocesan schools. Two of 
the five secondary schools offer two years of Latin. 
Spokesmen for Marian and Vincent Memorial High 
Schools and the Academy of Our Lady of Peace said 
attempts have been made to start classes, but student 
interest did not warrant the move. 


Students who do well on St. Augustine High School for 
Boys’ placement test are automatically enrolled in Latin, 


‘‘unless there is a big squawk,’’ Augustinian Father 


Anthony Wasko, the principal, said. 

THERE ARE 50 students in two Latin classes at St. 
Augustine, just a few more in French, and about four 
times that number in Spanish. 


“I believe that Latin is an excellent tool for the 
development of logical thinking,’’ Father Wasko said. 
The Latin teacher there, Augustinian Father William 
Griswold, said the study of Latin ‘‘greatly improves’’ 


_ students’ English grammar. 


Some, certainly not all, students are bored by Latin, 
Father Griswold said. ‘“That’s par for almost anything at 
their age. Everything is boring to them. That’s one of 


‘their favorite words,’’ he said. 


FRESHMEN AND sophomores at University High 
School realize there are more ‘“‘practical’’ languages to 
study, but nonetheless, nearly 50 students a year sign up 
for Latin I and II.

Students ‘‘think it’s not a practical language that can 
be used today in foreign countries,’’ but it has other 
benefits, said Father Leo Lanphier, University High’s 
Latin instructor. ‘‘Latin helps one’s thought 
concentration. It’s structured. That’s what I like about it. 


_ They (the students) seem to like structured things that are 
‘definite and specific rather than general and abstract.’’ 


Freshmen master the fundamentals of grammar and 

sophomores spend time poring over Latin texts, including 
Gallic Wars. eras 

LATIN ‘“‘HELPS with other classes and.the SAT (the 


-college-entrance Scholastic Aptitude Test),’’ Wendi 


Wagner, a student in Father Lanphier’s second-year 
class, said. Scott Marshall, who plans to be a doctor, is 
taking Latin to help him with his future studies. 

At nearby St. Francis Seminary, students are required 


~ to study Latin at the University of San Diego for three 


semesters. A few years ago, the U.S. Catholic bishops 
established norms for the training of seminarians, and 
suggested the three-semester Latin requirement. 

All seminarians will do graduate studies in theology, 
and Latin prepares them for it. ‘‘Latin is the working 
language for (theology) research,’”’ said Christian 
Brother Thomas Kane, director of the permanent 
diaconate program, who is on the seminary staff. 


JESUIT FATHER James Reid, one of USD’s Latin 
instructors, said most of his students are either 
seminarians or studying for the law. The difficulty in 
selling Latin to other students is ‘‘it’s not marketable, per 
se, but for long-term literacy, for reading and writing, it’s 
hard to beat,’’ Father Reid said. 

Father Reid is sure Latin will never catch on as an 
elective (a non-required course). ‘‘It will never be popular 
with the students because it means hard work,’’ he said. 

But adults of the near future, especially those who 
remain in Southern California, -will. increasingly be 
involved in high-technology industries, and they’ll need a 
command of the language, Father Reid predicts. 

THOSE WITH Latin backgrounds will value 
economy of language and accuracy of speech because 
‘‘Where Latin will say it in three words, English will say it 
in six. Latin is a very clear and forceful language.”’ 

A strong testimony for the need of Latin came in 1980 
from advice columnist Ann Landers, who said, ‘“The 
worst mistake I made in high school was not taking Latin. 


Abp. on collision course with Sandinistas? 


NEW YORK (NC) — ‘Peaceful reform’’ which 
avoids class struggle and collectivizing the means of 
production is the best way a government can obtain social 
justice, according to Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, Nicaragua. 

‘‘The changes needed for a just social order must be 
achieved by a constant action, often gradual and 
progressive but always effective, along the road of 
peaceful reform,’’ said the archbishop in a by-lined article 
appearing in the opposite-editorial page of The N.Y. 
Times April 25. 


THE ARCHBISHOP did not mention Nicaragua’s 
Sandinista government but his position reflected the 
growing worry: among government opponents that 
Marxists within the governing coalition are gaining more 
influence and are trying to install a Communist regime. 
In Nicaragua, Archbishop Obando Bravo has publicly 
criticized the government on human rights and religious 
freedom issues. The government and government 


supporters consider him a leading opponent of the 
Sandinistas, who have been in power since July 1979. 


Power ‘‘must never serve to protect the interests of one 
group to the detriment of others,’’ said Archbishop 
Obando Bravo. 


“The class struggle is no path to social order either, 
because it runs the risk of turning the underprivileged 
into the privileged and creating new situations of injustice 
for those previously better off,’’ he said. 


‘‘THE BOLD reforms needed should not exclusively 
aim at collectivizing the means of production, especially if 
it means concentrating everything under the state, which 
then becomes the sole and truly capitalist force,’’ he 
added. 


The archbishop favors ‘‘universal access to property’’ 
which he called ‘‘an indispensable condition of liberty and 
creativity for man, allowing “him to break out of 
anonymity and alienation while contributing: to the 
common good.”’ 


I have regretted it ever since.”’ 


Said Father Reid: ‘‘She is a communicator and without 
a command of Latin, she always felt a gap there.”’ 


SECULAR UNIVERSITIES also are doing their part 
in keeping Latin alive. Courses in the subject are taught 
at the University of California at San Diego and at San 
Diego State University. 

“Curiosity”? leads some students to SDSU Latin 
classes, Penny Hawkins, a professor there said. ‘‘People 
know it is tremendously important to our civilization, but 
they don’t know why,”’ she stated. 


The idea that it is a ‘‘dead’’ language appeals to some 
students, Mrs. Hawkins said. “‘It is a dead language 
insofar as nobody speaks it”’ as a first language, she said, 
adding that'no one is sure how the “‘highly inflected’’ 
language was originally spoken. ies ‘ 


SDSU STUDENTS can take two semesters of _ ‘ 


elementary Latin, one semester each of Latin prose and — 
poetry, and ‘“‘special studies,’’ which are intensive tailor- 
made courses for the minority who want to continue their 
studies. 

Normal attendance figures for Latin classes are about 
25 for the first semester, 15-20 for the second course, and 
five to 10 for prose, poetry and special studies, a 
spokeswoman for the Department of Classic and Oriental 
Languages said. 

Some priests, like some lay Catholics, miss the Mass in 
Latin. ‘‘I wouldn’t mind saying it every day. I’ve always 
enjoyed it,’’ Father Halter said. 


OTHERS DON’T. Jesuit Father Richard Brown, 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, said: “‘I do not 
miss saying the Mass in Latin. I like saying Mass in a 
language people can understand.”’ 

People understood the Latin Mass in a 
‘‘general...more confused way,’’ that was not without its 
benefits, he said. ‘“The Mass had a great mystery and it 
held people spellbound.”’ 

Father Joseph Mel Collier, associate at St. Agnes 
Church, Point Loma, doesn’t long for the days of Latin 
Masses, though ‘‘I wouldn’t mind saying it once in 
awhile, like for a High Mass.’’ Despite his preference for 
a Mass that people understand, he’d‘hate to see Latin and 
the Gregorian chant lost. 


DURING HIS seminary years, Father Raymond 
Kirk, pastor of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart Church, 
hoped that Catholics would one day have Mass in the 
vernacular. ‘‘When we did, I was very happy...To truly 
celebrate, I think we have to know what we’re doing,’’ he 
said. 

Vatican II and the English liturgy brought an 
understanding that ‘“The Mass is the work of the 
people,’ said Father Raymond G. O’Donnell, of :the 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer. 

“‘T disagree with people who say the Mass was more 
reverent’’ before Vatican II, he added. The Mass was 
‘mysterious and awesome’’ because people didn’t 
understand it. 


THE LATIN Mass was open to abuses, Father 
O’Donnell said. ‘‘Priests could ramble at 100 miles per 
hour,’’ leading to ‘‘20-minute Masses. I think that’s 
anything but reverent,’’ he added. 
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Christian-Jewish-Moslem relations are assessed

BOSTON (NC) — Christianity, Judaism and Islam 

share a common spiritual heritage that can serve as a basis 

for their work together in meeting the needs of the world, 

Auxiliary Bishop Pietro Rossano of Rome told 

participants in the seventh National Workshop on 
Christian-Jewish Relations. 


But in an Islamic response to the bishop’s address, 
Seyyed Hussein Nasr, a religion professor and scholar, 
said that the next National Workshop on Christian- 
Jewish Relations must confront the Palestinian issue. 


THE NATIONAL workshop, held in Boston April 
24-28, drew some 970 registrants from the United States, 
Canada and other countries. In addition to the Christian- 
Jewish-Moslem debate it sparked, it also was enlivened by 
questions from women and seminarians about their roles 
in the conference and in interfaith relations. The 
conference planning committee was chaired by Eugene 
Fisher, executive secretary of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ secretariat for Christian-Jewish 
Relations. Conference planners highlighted  trifaith 
relationships and picked as the main speaker for a session 
on that theme Bishop Rossano, rector of Rome’s Lateran 
University and a Catholic representative in talks with 
Jews and Moslems. 


Bishop Rossano noted the differences between 
Christianity, Judaism and Islam but said that they “‘arise 
above all from the position in each one of them of the 
mediator of divine revelation: Moses, Jesus, 
Mohammed.” He also said that some differences pose 
human rights problems, such as the Moslem belief that 
‘‘perfect order and unparalleled justice only exists (when) 
Islamic law is applied.”’ 


‘‘However weighty’’ theological differences between 
Christians, Moslems and Jews are, ‘‘the spiritual heritage 
that unites them is of decisive importance,’’ he said. 
‘*Jews, Christians and Moslems can together promote the 
theistic outlook on man, which is the basis of fundamental 
human rights and of the supreme good of hope in this 
world.”’ 


NASR, A professor of Iranian background now 
teaching in the Temple University religion department in 
Philadelphia, said in an Islamic response to Bishop 
Rossano that Christianity has been too immersed in 
‘‘Rurocentrism’’ to take other cultures seriously enough. 


He also said that although he is dedicated to interfaith 
dialogue with Christians and Jews, he does not think the 
Catholic approaches toward Islam, as expressed at 
Vatican II and in official statements, are good enough for 
theological dialogue. 


Nasr said that although it might be ‘‘embarrassing’’ for — 


Christianity to admit that God had ‘‘decided to speak 
again’’ after Christianity thought it had received the final 
revelation, it needed to recognize in Islam a “‘revelation 
from heaven’’ if dialogue is to be possible. 


OBJECTING TO various terms used ‘by Bishop 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — A constitutional 
amendment, backed by the Catholic bishops, which 
prohibits the Dail (Irish Parliament) or Supreme Court 
from approving abortion legislation, passed the Dail April 
27. The toughly worded amendment was approved 87-13 
and was supported by the opposition Fianna Fail Party. 
The incumbent Fine Gael Party offered a rival anti- 
abortion measure, but it was not as toughly worded and 
would only have prohibited the Supreme Court from 
allowing abortion. Critics of the Fine Gael bill said it 
would have allowed Parliament to legalize abortion. The 
Fine Gael amendment was defeated. Under an 1861 law, 
abortions have been illegal in Ireland but anti-abortion 
guarantees were not in the constitution. Health Minister 
Barry Desmond criticized the amendment. ‘‘This almost 
all-male and almost all-Catholic Dail seems 
determined...to impose its moral values and medical 
criteria on the women of Ireland for decades to come. 
Shame on those of us who did so today,’’ said Desmond. 
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Rossano, Nasr disputed a description of Judaism as the 
“historic root’’ of Christianity and Islam, saying that 
from a historian’s point of view Judaism itself might be 
found rooted in earlier Middle Eastern religions but that 
from an Islamic viewpoint the roots of religion are ‘‘in 
heaven’’ and no religion owes anything to anyone but 
God. 


Rabbi Wurzburger, whose Synagogue Council is an 
umbrella organization. representing Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform Judaism, also said that positive 
Vatican statements on Judaism had failed to go far 
enough. . 


He said that the ideal would be for the Christian world 
to no longer even pray for the conversion of Jews. From a 
Jewish standpoint, all humanity was ‘‘promised full 
salvation’’ through God’s covenant with Noah and the 
goal is to spread monotheism, whether through 
Christianity, Islam or some other religion. . 


WHILE BISHOP Rossano said that a difference 
between the religions is the relation of faith and politics (at 
least a theological separation in Christianity and a closer 
relation in Islam and Judaism), Rabbi Wurzburger 
responded that he is concerned about attempts to divorce 
faith from politics. 


‘“‘To us, anything affecting the security of the Jewish 
people assumes religious significance,’’ he said. “‘We are 
deeply distressed that till now the Vatican has not been 
able to recognize diplomatically the state of Israel.”’ 


Rabbi Wurzburger also said that Jewish-Moslem 
relations have deteriorated in part because some Moslems 
consider Israel ‘‘illegitimate’’ and espouse a religious 
commitment to the ‘‘liberation of Palestine.’’ Catholics 
could serve the cause of Jewish-Moslem dialogue by 
letting Moslems understand they ‘‘can’t count on the 
cooperation of the Catholic Church”’ in restoring Moslem 
control of Palestine, he said. 


FATHER PAWLIKOWSKI, a professor at the 
Catholic Theological Union in Chicago, said that future 
workshops must deal directly with the issue of the 
Palestinians. ‘“This question can no longer be avoided,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The security of Israel also will remain a central 
issue, but we must move to constructive thinking about 
the Palestinians.”’ 


The Vatican position on the Palestinians, Israel and the 
status of the city of Jerusalem was outlined by Msgr. 
William F. Murphy, undersecretary of the Pontifical 
Commission for Justice and Peace. 


‘The Holy See asserts that there is a pressing need to 
find a solution to the Palestinian problem, without, 
however, itself offering a technical solution,’’ he said in a 
prepared text. “‘The Holy See recognizes that the 
Palestinians have a self-identity as a people and that they 
have the right to have their legitimate aspirations 
realized. This cannot happen in isolation, but a solution 
must be constructed with the agreement and cooperation 
of all the countries involved.”’ 


REGARDING ISRAEL, he said, ‘‘the Holy See 
recognizes the factual existence of Israel, its right to exist, 
its right to secure borders and to all the other rights that a 
sovereign nation possesses,’’ he said. ‘“The Holy See 
would have no problem ‘in principle’ with establishing 
diplomatic relations. However, there are certain 
difficulties and problems the Holy See would first want to 
have resolved.’’ His text did not elaborate. In addition, 
the Holy See usually does not itself act as “‘initiator of 
diplomatic relations with any country,”’ he said. 


On Jerusalem, he said that “‘it is the present position of 
the Holy See that: : 


¢@ The importance of Jerusalem for all three religions 
must be recognized by all the parties involved; 


e The status of the city needs to be clarified; 


¢ The shrines, the resident populace and the pilgrims 
of all three religions must be taken into account with due 
respect for these three elements in all three religions; 
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© It does not matter to the Holy See who has actual 
political dominion over Jerusalem; 


e However, whoever does have political dominion, 
and especially a state, it is not enough that the possessor of 
political dominion offer guarantees by itself. Rather, 
given the particular status of Jerusalem, that status must 
be ensured by international guarantees.”’ 


HIGH ATTENDANCE at the conference provided 
reassurance that Christian-Jewish tensions over events in 
Lebanon had not crippled the dialogue. 

But there also was a widespread sense that the 


workshops need to develop in new directions and bring in 
people besides those who are specialists. Christian 


’ participants in this area have been almost all white, and 


despite some efforts to enlist more blacks and other ethnic 
minorities, this year’s workshop showed once again that 
few non-whites accord the same priority to the work.

series of amendments by Archbishop 
John Quinn of San Francisco stating 
flatly that initiation of nuclear war was

Bernardin of Chicago, the bishops almost 
unanimously rejected another series of 
amendments by Archbishop -Philip M. 
Hannan of New Orleans that would have 
softened some of the pastoral’s judgments 
on first use and nuclear deterrence. 


‘I didn’t expect to be so alone,”’ said

most outspoken critic of the pastoral. He 
said the bishops were ‘‘blatantly 
disregarding the will of the Holy Father”’ 
in making specific judgments on complex 
issues. 


In other action as debate resumed on 
the second day of the meeting the bishops 
called for legal 
conscientious objectors but deleted 
language saying that the Church has 
endorsed conscientious objection itself. 


IN A KEY vote they adopted with 
almost no debate an amendment by 
Archbishop ‘Quinn registering their 
‘‘opposition on moral grounds to any use 
of nuclear weapons’? — but went back 
and reversed themselves only a few 
minutes later as it became clear that the 
language they had just adopted amounted 
to a declaration that any use of nuclear 
weapons was immoral.

A black actor, Louis Gossett Jr., won 
an Academy Award this spring, but let’s 
not be too quick to take this as a 
reassuring sign of how things stand with 
minority actors. 

Variety reported April 13 the results of 
a confidential survey by the Screen Actors 
Guild that offers persuasive evidence that 
there is widespread minority ‘“‘under- 
employment”’ in the acting profession, 
though this varies widely from studio to 
studio and also in terms of particular 
minorities. 


THE DATA of the survey include 
complete statistics on the casting of 
minorities by the major film studios over 
a 15-month period, July 1, 1981, through 
September 30, 1982, for three of the 
largest independent production 
companies, and for NBC, the only 
television network represented. 


Of the major studios, MGM-UA led in 
the hiring of blacks, casting them in 8.5 
percent of its roles, the only studio to give 
them roles in a proportion higher than 
their membership in the Screen Actors 
Guild, which is 7.4 percent. The MGM-

MGM.-UA also led in the casting of 
Hispanics (4.2 percent), a proportion 
larger than their membership in SAG 
(three percent), but, again, far less than 
the Hispanic proportion of the population 
(6.4 percent). 


MGM-UA, IT’S worth noting, is one 
of two studios that signed an agreement 
with the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People for the 
purpose of increasing studio employment 
of blacks. (Figures are not available for 
Disney Studios, the other studio.) 


But despite this relatively good 
showing, MGM-UA’s 8.5 percent is still 
significantly lower, Variety pointed out, 
than the percentage of blacks in the 
population, put at 11.7 percent in.the last 
census. 


At the bottom of the ladder, at least as 
far as feature films go, was Universal, 
which cast the smallest number of blacks, 
4.1 percent, though its casting of 
Hispanics was the third highest among 
the studios at 2.6 percent. © 


THE WORST record, however, 
belongs to NBC, which cast 93.7 percent 
of its roles with whites, only 5.9 percent 
with blacks, and a dismal .35 percent with 
Hispanics.

‘‘commitment to the struggle for 
justice...human solidarity with the poor, 
the weak, the outcasts, in the imitation of 
Christ Himself,’”’ so as to eliminate the 
causes of military confict, of which the 
nuclear arms race is both a symptom and 
an injustice. 

Bishop Maher’s own pastoral on 
nuclear weapons (Christmas, 1981) called 
upon Catholics to ‘‘proclaim the moral 
urgency about the nuclear arms race and 
the horrors of nuclear war.’’ It was, said 
Father Egan, ‘‘in the deepest sense, a 
prophetic (message), a call to wake up, for 
conversion of heart, a call to enter more 
deeply into the Gospel.’’ 


TRANSLATING THE abstract into . 


the concrete will be difficult at best, 
acknowledged Father Egan, and raises 
pastoral difficulties. One priest, a military 
chaplain, noted that many Catholics 
serving in the armed forces believe, in 
good faith, that nuclear weapons are just 
another item in the nation’s arsenal; they 
are deeply confused by what is perceived 
as an outright condemnation of even the 
possession of nuclear weapons, much less 
their use, even for legitimate self-defense, 
he added. 

Countered Father Dan Griesgraber: 
‘It shock(s) me...it seems bizarre...that 
anyone could see no difference in (this) 
weaponry.” 

Many Catholics in the parishes, said 
Father Larry Dolan, see the bishops’ 
pastoral not in its moral perspective but as 


‘fan exercise in political debate’’ despite 
the presence of the Holy Spirit within the 
magisterial process. ‘‘I have a sinking 
feeling they won’t respond’ to its 
urgency.”’ 


TO AUGUSTINIAN Father Jerome 
Bevilacqua, the issue is one of choice: 
“‘Peace through justice’’ (Pope John Paul 
II) or ‘‘peace through might’’ (President 
Reagan). 

Pastorally, said Father Egan, there is 
no clear, well-defined position, and he 
urged the priests to ‘‘avoid this.’’ The 
pastoral itself is geared to a process of 
“moral self-examination,’’ he said, and 
raises fundamental questions about what 
it means to be a Catholic in the United 
States and an American in the Church 
Universal. 


“CURRENTLY ONE-half of the 
cadets at West Point are Roman 
Catholics,’’ he said. ‘‘And what kind of 
questions will be asked of the next 
Catholic candidate for president of the 
United States?’’ 


The day ended with a prayer service, 
appropriate, said Father Egan, because 
the human resolution of the issue is 
dependent upon ‘‘God’s grace.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — President 
Ronald Reagan, who in his major address 
on Central America accused the 
Nicaraguan government of human rights 
violations including infringement of 
religious freedom, has asked Congress for 
bipartisan support for his regional policy. 


The president said that ‘‘the national 
security of all the Americas is at stake in 
Gentral America’’ because of Communist 
aggression. His policy includes increased 
military aid to El Salvador. 


THE CALL, made April 27 during a 
joint session of Congress, came at a time 
of strong congressional scrutiny and 
criticism of administration policy toward 
El Salvador and Nicaragua. Senate and 
House subcommittees already had cut in 
half Reagan’s request for $60 million in 
military aid to El Salvador and the Senate - 
was holding closed hearings on whether 
the administration was violating U.S. law 
by covertly supporting guerrilla groups
